Bill Clinton is the new President of the United States! Following the election on November 
3, student debates raged as to whether a Democratic White House would help or hurt the 
country. When Ross Perot, a popularist candidate, re-entered the presidential race on 
October 8, students were intrigued by the idea of an independent candidate. His ideas and 
viewpoints offered voters an alternative to the previous Bush years and the Clinton/Gore 
ticket. As the country moved out of the final months of a recession, voters turned to the 
Democratic position of Governor Bill Clinton.

With the death of Richmond native Arthur Ashe, who succumbed to AIDS related 
pneumonia, both the state and the nation lost an accomplished tennis player as well as Civil 
Rights and AIDS activist. 

Locally, juniors Megan Scott, Makeda Payne, and Wilbur Christy, and sophomore Ryan 
Lane served on a Community Relations committee where leaders asked these high school 
students to work on improving racial relations and recreational opportunities for teenagers. 

Meanwhile, the face of the business community itself changed with the addition of Food 
Lion and a renovated Kentucky Fried Chicken. The YMCA undertook a $3.4 contruction 


project which included an athletic center with a floating track, as well as expanded child care 


facilities.
